veritable dynamo of production, His 
enterprise prospered and before | 
his death consisted of an Andover 
office as well as a highly success- 
ful business in Lawrence, Thomas 
Bevington and Sons Inc.,Real Es- 
tate and Insurance firm, His own 
real estate investments were ex- 
tensive. 

The late Mr. Barnard was deeply 
aware of tradition, He loved all 
things with an early colonial and 
English flavor, And yet he was 
down to earth and rich in humility. 
Selling was his passion where he 
displayed aggressive qualities of 
salesmanship but by nature he was, 
retiring, sensitive and home loving. 

On Oct. 28, 1926, he married the 
former Winifred MacNaughton of 
Methuen and the couple were 
blessed with two children, Patricia, 
now a medical technician at the 
Lawrence General hospital and 
Nancy, who is associated with her 
father’s business. 

Two years ago he was stricken 
by a sudden heart attack. It was 
his first illness in a lifetime of ex- 
cellent health. Doctors advised him 
to slacken his excessive pace. He 
spent a little more time at his sum- 
mer home in Kennebunkport, Maine, 
and, with determination, managed 
to stay away more frequently from 
the office. But the ever present 
urge to hit high gear always 
strained at the leash, 

He confided to friends that ‘‘life 
had lost its zing’’ when his usual 
active pursuits were denied. His 
golf sticks were stored away. His 
business appointments were lim- 
ited. Life was running with a ‘‘gov- 
ernor’’ limiting his high powered 
mental motors. It was much the 
same as harnessing a race horse 
to a plow share. 

A few weeks ago, this tired 
heart faltered again. Taken to the 
Lawrence General hospital for 
what was then thought to be a 
‘rest cure’’, his family and friends 
had no suggestion that life’s 
course for him was running low. 
His death came suddenly. 

He was a trustee of the Bamard 
estate; a member of the Boston 
Real Estate Exchange; the Law- 
rence Board of Fire and Casualty 
Underwriters. The National Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents, the 
Andover Service club, St. Matthew’s 
lodge A.F. and A.M. and South 
Congregational church. He was a 
past secretary of the Andover 
Square and Compass club and held 
offices in the Andover Country 
club, He was treasurer of the Ando- 
ver Historical Society.

HOME owners’ i 
QUESTION BOX 


Q—How can I remove a shellac 
stain from a carpet? 

A—Sponging with alcohol will 
remove shellac. 


Q—The living room of my new 
home has paneled walls of hard- 
wood veneer. Can you tell me 
how this paneling should be 
cleaned and what other treat- 
ment it requires? 

A—Any hardwood veneer sur- 
face—wall panels, flush doors, 
built-in cabinets or furniture— 
is easily cleaned and maintained. 
First, clean the surface with a 
slightly moist cloth which has 
been dipped in tepid water con- 
taining a mild soap and then wipe 
it dry. Next, apply sparingly a 
standard wax, either liquid or 
paste, with a soft cloth, rubbing 
in the direction of the grain, to 
bring out the full beauty of the 
wood. Cleaning and waxing once 
a year should be sufficient in ur- 
ban areas and may be required 
less frequently in rural sections. 
Other than this, hardwood veneer 
requires only an occasional wip- 
ing with a dust cloth. 


Q—What can be done to re- 
move an odor from a refrigera- 
tor? 

A—Good results usually can be 
obtained by using powdered char- 
coal. It can be purchased in per- 
forated containers which are made 
expressly for this purpose, 


Farm Tractor a Vehicle? 
Not Always, Study Shows 


When is a vehicle not a ve- 
hicle ? 

According to a survey of 
state laws on driving while un- 
der the influence of liquor, re- 
cently conducted by the Na- 
tional Safety Council, at least 
seven states not include 
farm tractors in the legal defi- 
nition of a motor vehicle. 


In those states, a farmer can 
have his driver’s license sus- 
pended, crank up his farm trac- 
tor, head for the nearest tavern 
and drive home in his cups 
without risking arrest for any- 
thing worse than creating a 
public nuisance. 


Veneer Gives 
Wide Choice 


One of the reasons for the ever- 
increasing popularity of hard- 
wood veneer wall paneling is 
that it can be obtained in so many 
widely varied designs. 

There is virtually no limit to 
the number of patterns which can 
be produced, due to the wide di- 
versity of figure types and also to 
the fact that adjacent veneers 
from the same flitch (section of 
log from which veneers are cut) 
can be matched to make symme- 
trical designs. 

Veneer matching has been de- 
veloped to such a point that the 
designer can obtain almost any 
effect desired. In the _ process, 
veneers sometimes are squared, 
clipped at an angle, cut into a 
number of small segments or are 
treated in some other manner 

Manufacturers are able to pro- 
duce these beautiful designs only 
in plywood construction, because 
many of the most prized woods 
otherwise could not be used com- 
mercially. The parts of the tree 
which provide the most exquisite 
figures—croten, burl and stump 
wood in particular—have a natu 
ral tendency to crack and split, 
but this is overcome by applying 
the wood in the form of thin face 
on plywood panels
